at Firemen and Soldiers. 


Nearly 1000 Dwellings and Busi- 


ness Houses Burned—Another 
Attack This Morning Repulsed 
by Our Troops—Manila Blazing 
at a Dozen Different Points,

MANILA, Feb. 23.—7.60 a, m.—Last 


ntglit was one of terror-to thousands of 
the inhabitants of Manila, the rebels 
jnaking good their repeated threats to 
the extent of burning acres of buildings, 
Avoundlng- an onicer and three men by 
firing through windows during the. ex- 
citement. 


At S o'clock nn incemllnry fire oc- 


curred In a block of brick buildings oc- 
cupied by Chinese on Cnlle Tjisaslc, I n 
tlie Santn-.Cruz district. A stiff breeze 
wax blowing and the Inflammability of 
the structure enured .the blaze to spread 
•with alarming: rapidity. 
The city fire 


department was 'hopelessly incompet- 
ent'and the Kngllah volunteer brigade 
from Santa' Mesu, was summoned and 
•\vEth a. imirlprn engine' pumping ade- 
fjuate fitruams from the canal, succeed- 
ed, after four hours' work. In getting1 
the bluxe und'nr control.

Hundreds of Inhabitants were ren- 


dered homeless. •

newspapers might be determined.

Lowell with one of his assistants for the purpose of ascertaining by a thor- 
ough and Impartial, examination (he actual clrculutions nnd comparative ad-* 
vcrtEsIn;? value of Ihe different newspapers published In this city.

ed at Boston on the 20th Instant. 
Mr. Archer inquired nt each of the newspa- 


per offices If they.were willing to submit their hooky, cash accounts, paper hills - 
aijd all alOibr d~ata which he would require ot thorn In order to get at the facts. 
All agreed fhaC ho might have aocqss tot'hebooks UK requested, but when it oojne 
to the tinal lesi, si>me of,thcm did not sive Mr. Archer all the Information and 
facilities he could wish fur. However he makes a very Impartial report of his 
finding's-In this city, .which will be read with a great deal of Interest by the 
public at large and by general and local advertisers In particular. ' 


Previous to examining tbe'books of Che di (levant newspaper offices, Mr. 


Archer had a few interviews with local -merchants and advertisers, which are 
.also published in his report and which give an excellent Illustration of how 
igrioraiit some oC the largest advertisers are of* the newspaper situatioa-ln Low- • 
ell. 
Mr. Archer also visited several of the" principal news agencies In the 


(,'lty and reports his findings as to the number of each local paper sold dally. 


1 In justice to the" morning papers it should be slated that the news 


agency reports are apt to be misleading as far as they are concerned inasmuch 
as a very small proportion of their circulation goes through the news dealers. 
The morning- papers are printed 'when the majorlty-of frieif readers are asleep. 
and having plenty ot" time at their command, the publishers are enabled lo 
deliver the bulk "of Iheir editions by carriers. 
This, of course, is practically 


impossible "for an afternoon paper with any'sized edition. The afternoon pa- 
per la printed when people are awake und !n a hurry. 
Time Is limited In the 


afternoon and therefore only a certain proportion of an afternoon circulation 
can be delivered direct from the office of publication so as to reach the read- 
Ing public .on time. An afternoon paper must be printed and distributed as 
quickly as possible. 
This necessitates the employment of sub agents and all 


other I|[K(] ibul ing media which will servetoget tho papers into the hands of its 
thousands of readers without any delay. 
The reports of the news agents, 


however, show the comparative standing of the afternoon papers In a way that. 
may perhaps be surprising to advertisers who nave heard BO much of the con- 
flicting- claims of the Ipcal afternoon papers. ,

Addison Archer, an Expert, Investigates the Claiins of the Local 


Dailies, and Makes a Complete Report—He Places The Sun 
First, Citizen Second, Mail Third, with the Cburier and News 
Contesting for the Tail End—The Sun's Claim to Exceed Any 
Two Lowell Papers in Circulation Fully Sustained—Prints 
Nearly as Many as All Other Lowell Papers Combined. 


The* actual,or comparative circulations -of 
the several daily newspapers 


printed in Lowell lias liccn for many yoavs a subject.of. contention, claims ami 
counter claims having been made, but fortunately the question has been set- 
tled ut last. 
On July 7, 1S9S,- the Courier-Citizen company^ issued a circular 


calling upon the diiTeient newspapers to submit to an examination of their' 
books, ctmli receipt, etc., in order that the actual circulation of the different 
newspapers might be deter'mlnea. 
To this proposition The Sun very readily 


acceded, .but uiifortuu'iitcly none of the other daily papers of the city saw IU 
to submit to an examination and In consequence the Courler-Cilizen company 
withdrew the nroi>OE!tion after it had been open for ten days as at first 
ar- 


runKed. 
The Incident crcntutl a great deal of comment, not only among local 


advertisers who are deeply interested In the subject, but also anionfr newspa-' 
•per publishers, typographical Journals, ami general advertisers tliroughout the 
country. 
AH a result of this agitation and on tiic suggestions of several of the 


heaviest advertisers oulsltle of .Lowell It WJ\H decided lo get at the facts 
in 


1.0well In a, proper vroy if such a thing was possible. 
Accordingly. Mr. Ad- 


dison Archer, secretary of the American Newspaper PnhlishSng Association, 
and an expert In advertising matters and newspaper circulations, came 
to 


3x>well with one of his assistants for the purpose of ascertaining by a thor- 
ough and impartial examination the actual circulations and comparative ad- 
vertising value of the different newspapers published in this city.- He spent 
about a week in Lowell and published theresult of his labors In a report print- 
ed at Hostori on the 20lh Instant. 
Mr. Archer Inquired at each of the newspa- 


per offices If they were willing to submit their books, cash accounts, paper bills 
and all oiftcr data which he would require of them in order to get at the facLs. 
All agreed that he might have access tothebooks 03 requested, but vrhen It cajne 
to the final test, some of them did not give Mr. Archer all-Die information and 
facilities he could wish for. HoweVerho makes a very impartial report of his 
findings in this city, \vhich will he read with a great deal of interest by the 
public at large and by general and local advertisers" In particular. 


Previous to examining the hooks of the dlfferaiit newspaper ofltceb, Mr. 


Archer hud a few interviews with local merchants nnd advertisers, which arc 
also published in his report and which give an excellent illustration of how 
Ignorant some of the largest advertisers are of the nnwspaiwr situation in Low- 
ell. 
Air. Archer also visited several of the principal news agencies in the 


city and reports his findings as to the number of each looal paper sold dally. 


In justice to the morning papers It should be stated that the news 


agency reports nrc apt to be misleading as far as they are concerned Inasmuch 
as a very small proportion of their circulation goes through the news dealers-. 
The morning papers are printed when the majority of their readers are asleep, 
and having plenty ol time at their command, the publishers are enabled to 
. deliver the bulk of their editions by carriers. 
Thin, -of course, IB practically 


Impossible for an afternoon paper with any sized edition. The afternoon pa- 
per is printed when people are awake and In a hurry. 
Time Is limited In the 


afternoon and therefore only a certain proportion of an afternoon circulation 
can be delivered direct from the office of publication so as to reach the read- 
Ing public on time. An afternoon paper must be printed and distributed as 
quickly as possible. 
This necessitates the employment of sub agents and all 


other distributing media which will servetoget the papers Into the hands of ita 
thousands of readers without any delay. 
The reports of the news agents, 


however, show the comparative standing of the afternoon papers In a way Lhat 
may pcrlmps be surprising to advertisers who have heard so much of the con- . 
Hiding claims of the local afternoon papers. 


Interviews with the different publishers were als~o obtained by Mr. Archer 


and are published in hjs report which makes very ginxl reading throughout.
